The latest
outbraak, It I8 declared, i dus to o desire
of the Rockefeller intorests to got & larger
roturn for thelr heavy holdings of Unlon
Pacific stock. This atock now pays § par
cent, although, 1t 18 dsciared, the road i
earning enough to pay J per cent. The
reason for the unwillingness of the Harrl-
man Interesta to pay a larger percentoge
is the fear that such an increase would
fores the econversion Into comman stuck of
$57,000,000 In bonds, which would necessiiate
the scequisition by himself and s aveoel-
ates of 340,000,000 of the stuok in order o be
cortidn 6f the abaclute control of the road.

the appraisement which we have been try- |
ing to bring about for a year and a half.
After the price {s named and we know how
much we willl have to pay. would be a far
better time to conslder Dr. Miller's argu-
ments than now. Personally, 1 think we
will be able to buy the system now cheaper
than at any future time.. The doctor, I
think, bas become unduly alarmed and It
must.-be remembered that '‘he has another
Interest at heart—that of the water power
project.’”
